world. It may have been accidentally 
burned when Julius Caesar set fire to 
his fleet to stifle the spread of a revolt 
against him and Cleopatra. 
Furthermore, there is some evidence 
that only a portion of the collection 
was destroyed. And, finally, some 
accounts place the blame for the full 
destruction of the library upon the 
Moslems who conquered Egypt cen- 
turies later. This version rests on thin 
evidence and appears to confirm 
Orwell’s observation, “In war, the 
first casualty is truth.” Those charged 
with developing critical thinking 
must build their case on any contro- 
versial topic on a solid bedrock of 


fact.

Several parents and a minister 
mounted a crusade to ban The 
Floatplane Notebooks by Clyde 
Edgerton from an honors class in 
Hillsville, Virginia, and fire the 
teacher, who had taught in the dis- 
trict for 20 years. While the superin- 
tendent promised to comply, stu- 
dents refused to return their copies 
of the book. The National Council 
Against Censorship entered the con- 
troversy as did the teacher’s profes- 
sional groups to demand that the 
proper reconsideration procedures 
be followed. The book was retained 
for use by 12th graders. 


School librarians may count them- 
selves lucky that they do not neces- 
sarily have to deal with Madonna’s 
Sex as many public librarians do. 
Mayors, city councils, and public 
library directors are under the gun 
from citizens who either believe the 
book should be on the shelf along 
with other bestsellers (and some are 
willing to donate the book to their 
libraries) and others who are willing 
to pay to burn library copies.
